When ea rnest and conscientious police talk about handi­ 
ca ps in their work, one they most inv ariably mention is 
public apathy . 
People in the genera l course of their 
ordinary a ctiv ities may witness all sorts of suspicious 
and obv iously unlawful actions without notify ing the 
police a uthorities. They regard these a cts as indiv idual 
troubles, when in rea lity they are com munity troubles. 
Priv a te citizens should show their concern about the 
quality of law enforcem ent by observ ing all laws and dis­ 
play ing the proper respect for those charged with the 
enforcem ent of the law. 
The police and firemen are 
the first line of defense in, an orderly society . 
Crime flourishes in the shadows of indifference on the 


part of the public. 


War Surplus Peaceful Uses 


For 21 y ea rs, the Office of Surplus Property Utiliza ­ 
tion in the Depa rtm ent of Health, Education and Wel­ 
fa re has been finding pea ceful uses for billions of dol­ 
la rs worth of obsolete war m a teria ls. The program got 
a new lea se of life recently , when the first la rge ship­ 
m ent of donatable m ilita ry property arriv ed from South 
Vietna m . 
While 9 0 per cent of federal property decla red sur­ 
plus com es from the Department of Defense, its dispo­ 
sition wa s placed in HEW beca use so much of the sur­ 
plus m a teria ls is a ssigned to tax -supported or non­ 
profit hospita ls, m edica l centers, schools, univ ersities, 
educational radio and telev ision stations and libra ries. 
Some $7 billion worth of surplus m a teria ls ha v e been 
distributed. The recipients pay a few cents on the dol­ 
lar to cov er mov ing and serv ice costs for the gov ernm ent 
m a teria l or land. 
Property that cannot be donated is 
sold and this has returned $5 million or more to the 
Trea sury . 
These uses help reduce the cost to the recipients and 
in this wa y reduce the tax com m itm ent of local ta x pa y ­ 
ers for their cost, had they been bought on the open 
m arket. 
The recipient institutions are widely distrib­ 
uted. While there is no attempt made to send them a c­ 
cording to a geographic pattern, they do benefit area s 
a cross the country . 
This disposition of surplus m a teria ls has one other 
a dv a nta ge. 
It bars getrichquick enterpreneurs from 
fa ttening on the ta x pa y ers. 
After the two world wars, 
surplus m a teria ls were bought up for a song by dea lers 
who sold them, usually to foreign countries, for 
large 
profits. 
These killings no longer are possible. 
The 
school, hospital and library distribution spreads the 
benefits at home.
